P«PPT- when g r o w n beside dtlphinl- 
uma, makes a wonderful eootraat to 
ooloca. 

Papaveiia. the old IMln name for 
Gm poppy., is connected with the 
Anglo-Saxon papa, meaning Infant's 
food, or pr>p. wlUt which the Juices 
of the pl^to may often have been i 
mixed (injurtoualyi to eooth# infant* I 
to sleep. Tbe name poppy may come ^ 
from ihs curious fact that, eapecially 
after wet weather, the flower opens 
with a dtoUnet pop. dltoilaying its 
petela. like the unfurling of a flag.

Poppies 
love the sun. though th* shorter 
epeclea will do ^rell tn shady rock- 
erlea.

Tbe Oriental popples grow like * 
weeds and if left to tbemwlvw will i 
grow on Indefinitely, producing large | 
compact clumps. Popples may be; 
propagated by tbs dlvisloo of tbs' 
root stock In Psbruary or March. 
tbou|h the operation to not always' 
suocesMut for the roots are long and 
brittle. B e eds may be sewn la March 
or.April, and though they wtll not 
always come true, tbers to the chancy 
of producing a new varMty. They 
will flowvr Um seme year %s town. 

Tbe culture of the perennial poppy 
18 a very simple matter and they 
wUl thrive, in suburban gardens. Tba 
flcTTcrs ara well suited aa emwmenta 
tor vaasA though they fads raltMt 
quickly. 


EXTRACTION 

Tbe full extracting supers ars car¬ 
ried to tbs bte bouw, tbe windows 
of which 


ars fitted with screens. 
Hers tbe frames ars taken out of tbe 
super and tbe cappings from one side 
are removed by means of a sharp un¬ 
capping kails, which ta wmnhto by 
being kept in hot' water. Tbs cap* 
pings fall Into a tin or qM^lcl 
strainer ano *be frame to placed in 
tba cage of the extractor with tbe 
uncapped eslls outside. The tumlhi 
of the handle of the extractor caiiae* 
the honey to be thrown out of tbe 
oomb by centrifugal force, and aa 
soon as It to all removed from one 
side, the other side to uncapped and 
extracted la a stoxUar maimer. The 
empty combe are then ready again 
to be given to the bees to, clean up 
before they are stored away for use 
la the following season. 

If the hooey waa all capped before 
•xtractloo, it to ripe and may be 
put Into bottlw or cans soon after 
extraettOBC. but It to always advtoahte 
to let tt stand for a short time to 
clear before running tt Into the con¬ 
tainers.
